SIATER AHIPE ENOAGED.

Although the Admiralty has remalned
allent on the compoaltion of Vies Admiral
Sir Fraderick Sturdes's feet,
stood that among the other shipa en-
gaged agalnat the Germans were the
crulsers Shannon, Minotaur and Defence,
Thess thrée are alotar ships of 14,800 tonn
displacement, but they nre rated st from
26 to 3|1 knots. Unless the Germun
nhips are so foul, as & result of long
service in troplcal waters, that their speed
hes been greatly reduced, these Nritishers
will have some diMeulty in overhauling
the Dreaden and Nurnbery,

The Dresden and the Nurnberg, which “made off, but are being pur-
sund,'" ednnot long escape capture or destruction, with the powerful floets of
the Hritish and the Japanese in pursult.

This will leave tha Karlsruhe and the auxiliary erulser Kronpring Wilhelm
still operating agalnst merchantmen of British and French register in the Atian-
tle, Naval cxperts assume that the Hritish flest which disposed of Admiral von
Spon will speedily overtake and vanquish thoss two vessals.
